Washington—(Æ»)—To p reserve 
the p eace of the neighborhood 
and to p rotect both the listener 
and 
non-listener, 
several 
states and cities have invoked 
the p olice p ower in the régula' 
tion of radio. 
A survey of these laws and 
ordinances taken by the 
legal 
dep artm ent of tlie federal radio 
Commission 
discloses 
a 
wide 
variety of legislation 
designed 
to curb interference, p rotect the 
p ublic from the din of loud 
sp eakers, p revent fires, restrict 
the 
location 
of 
broadcasting 
stations and govern the installa­ 
tion of transm itting and receiv­ 
ing sets. 
Detroit has one of the most 
drastic. ordinances. The op era­ 
tion of a noise making or noise 
amp lify ing instrum ent by which 
the p eace of the neighborhood is 
distured is made a nuisance and 
the op eration of any radio in 
any 
p ublic 
or p rivate p lace 
which disturbs or annoy s p er­ 
sons owning or occup y ing p rop ­ 
erty in the neighborhood is 
a 
misdemeanor. 
Oakland, Cal., has 
a similar 
ordinance and 
Memp his has 
drafted an ordinance to regu­ 
late the use of receivers in busi­ 
ness establishments. The 
p ro­ 
p osed law ex cep ts musical 
in­ 
strum ents in the home. Sp okane 
has a .ty p ical 
ordinance. 
It 
makes unlawful the op eration of 
any instrum ent which 
causes 


electrical interference with radio 
recep tion between 5 p . m., and 
midnight. X-ray p ictures or ex ­ 
aminations are allowed in cases 
of emergency . 
A Minneap olis ordinance p ro­ 
vides th at no broadcasting sta­ 
tion may be op erated within the 
city without a municip al p er­ 
mit. An annual fee is ex acted oi 
broadcasters. The op eration of a 
transm itter in the city or w ith­ 
in two miles of the city limits is 
p rohibited iiH he p ower is more 
than 5 00 watts. 
Minnesota has a law which 
requires the broadcasting of in­ 
formation help ful in locating 
stolen p rop erty and the ap p re­ 
hension of wrong-doers. A fire 
p rotection measure in St. Louis 
p rescribes how installations of 
transm itters and receivers may 
be made. A Michigan act gives 
the p ublic utilities commission 
authority to p rohibit the op era­ 
tion of two or more stations 
within the sate simultaneously 
if interference in recep tion re­ 
sults.

TOWN WATER SYSTEM IS 
OPERATED WITHOUT COST 


Gibson, Ga. (/P)—1The town of 
Gibson uses direct water-power 
to produce its water 
supply, 
probably on the theory that like 
should produce like. 
Whatev er the theory, Gibson 
boasts a water system, munici­ 
pally operated, which constitutes 
a near approach to 
perpetual 
motion. It runs all the time and 
hasn’t had a breakdown in its 20 
years of operation. If thè sys­ 
tem has cost any money, no one 
here recalls it. 
Here is how it works: 
About 300 yards from the cen­ 
ter of town is a creek, fed by a 
g roup of spring s. A troug h car­ 
ries the water from the creek to 
the brow of a small ridg e, under 
which is a water wheel. Attached 
to the wheel, which is turned by 
the creek water, is 
a 
v ertical 
shaft. The shaft is connected to 
a cable which slides back 
and 
forth ov er the tops of 
cypress 
poles extending to an artesian 
well in the main square of Gib­ 
son. The cable works a well-pump 
piston, exactly as a g asoline en­ 
g ine would, and pumps water in­ 
to a wooden tank ov er the well. 
From this well, the 6 00 or more 
citizens of Gibson are 
supplied 
drinking water and fire protec­ 
tion. 
The system operates without 
expense and without manual la­ 
bor.

Washington—(ff)—To 
preserve 


the peace of the neighborhood 
and to protect both the listener 
and 
non-listener, 
several 


states and cities have invoked 
the police power in the regula- 
tion of radio. 


A survey of these laws and 


ordinances taken by the legal 
department of tlie federal radio 
Commission discloses a wide 
variety of legislation designed 
to curb interference, protect the 
public from the din of loud 
speakers, prevent fires, restrict 
the location of 
broadcasting 


stations and govern the installa- 
tion of transmitting and receiv- 
ing sets. 
Detroit has one of the most 


drastic. ordinances. The opera- 
tion of a noise making or noise 
amplifying instrument by which 
the peace of the neighborhood is 
distured is made a nuisance and 
the operation of any radio 'in 
any 
public or private place 


which disturbs or annoys per- 


vsons owning or occupying prop- 
erty in the neighborhood is a 
misdemeanor. 
Oakland, Cal, has a similar 


ordinance and 
Memphis has 


drafted an ordinance to regu- 
late the use of receivers in busi- 
ness establishments. The pro- 
posed law excepts musical 
in- 


struments in the home. Spokane 
has a .typical ordinance. It 
makes unlawful the operation of

Attached 
to the wheel, which is turned by 
the creek water, is a vertical 
shaft. The shaft is connected to 
a cable which slides back and 
forth over the tops of cypress 
poles extending to an artesian 
well in the main square of Gib- 
son. The cable works a well-pump 
piston, exactly as a gasoline en- 
gine would, and pumps water in- 
to a wooden tank over the well. 
From this well, the 600 or more 
citizens of Gibson are supplied 
drinking water and fire protec- 
tion.
